This course should 
include components relative to civic engagement in advance of the January 1, 2015 enactment of 
Assembly Bill 1599. 

AB 1599 encouraged the commission to include content on how individuals can register to vote 
by mail and online, the requirements to be able to register to vote, how an individual can request 
an absentee ballot, how to fill out and return an absentee ballot, where an individual can find 
their polling place, what to expect on election day, and where to access and how to understand 
the voter information pamphlet and various other materials to become an informed voter.
